OTTAWA, May 23.—An asser- 
tion there was nothing “unreal or 
illusionary” about the creation of 
money by the banks drew heated 
retorts from disciples of unortho- 
dox monetary ideas at the Bank- 
ing and Commerce Committee 
today. 

John Blackmore, Social Credit 
leader, at one stage bluntly said to 
Graham Towers, governor of Bank 
of Canada, that he was “correct 
but exceedingly deceptive to the 
ordinary mind.” “On the contrary,” 
said Mr, Towers. A. G. Slaght (Lib., 
Parry Sound)..insisted. that bank 
deposits were “created.” Mr. Tow- 
ers said “Yes.” He had just finish- 
ed explaining that the modern 
“discovery” that loans create de- 
posits which caused so much ex- 
citement, was at least 300 years old. 


CROSS-QUESTIONING 

The committee launched into its 
second week of inquiry into basic 
banking principles with Roy T. 
Graham (Lib, Swift Current) 
closely cross-questioning Mr. Tow- 
ers on the functioning and practice 
of banking in view of various mone- 
tary reform criticisms. 

Graham said he wanted to 
establish “elementary” truths 
about banking. When he asked 
Mr. Towers to explain that ratio 
of cash reserves to deposits, 
“assuming the members of the 
committee know nothing about 
it,” G. G. McGeer (Lib.-Burrard) 
intervened, “Speak for yourself,” 
remarked Mr. McGeer acidly. 

Towers gave the explanation that 
the banks kept on hand in cash 10 
per cent of their loans simply as a 
matter of practice.

LOCATION OF WEDGE 

Though first reports did not in- 
{dicate the location of the Eighth 
Army’s wedge, it was believed 
somewhere in the Liri Valley be- 
tween Pontecorvo, where Canadian 
troops yesterday seized a vital hill 
outside the town and Piedimonte, 
four miles west of Cassino. 

Polish elements of the Eighth 
Army with British support were 
reported closing in on Piedi- 
monte, northern anchor of the 
Hitler line, from three sides and 
Qradually squeezing the Germans 
from their strong natural de- 
fences. 

In the south, American units of 
the Fifth Army, stalled temporarily 
in their drive along the coast to- 


ward Terracina by a strongly-rein- 
forced counter attack, fanned out 
through rugged terrain to the north 
and seized a village and six moun- 
tain peaks. 

REACH TUNNEL 

The Americans also broke 
through to the southern mouth of a 
tunnel running 4% miles under a 
mountain range to the Pontine 
marshes northwest of Terradina. 
One hundred prisoners were cap- 
tured in the tunnel. 

Gen. Sir Harold R. L. G. Alex- 
ander, Allied commander in Italy, 
reported in his daily communique 
that the battle for Italy was con- 
tinuing “relentlessly.” 

“In the mountains in the coastal 
sector, troops of the Fifth Army 
are thrusting forward and have 
captured more important hill 
features,” the brief bulletin said. 


PREPARE ASSAULT 

American forces were believed 
preparing for a full-scale assault 
on Terracina, southern anchor of 
the new German defence line to 
which the enemy retired after 
abandoning the southern half of 
the original Hitler line.

$20 monthly to all first class con- 
stables and ranks above that of 
first class constable. The increase 
is given in lieu of the present cost- 
of-living bonus of $8.65 now being 
paid, The $20 increase will be re- 
toractive to Jan. 1, 1944. 

To personnel below the rank 
of first class constable the 
monthly increase will be $18.50 
instead of the $8.65 cost-of-living 
bonus now paid. Both the wage 
increases will be included in the 
basic wage rate. 

In addition to the wage increases 
it was agreed that for the purposes 
of workmen's compensation a 
policeman in full uniform will be 
assumed to be on duty; that police 
court fees, amounting as a rule to 
about $2,000 annually, be applied to 
the credit of the police pension 
fund. 


GRANT VACATIONS 

It was agreed also that, as police- 
men do not get any statutory holi- 
days, a vacation of three weeks be 
granted to all policemen after three 
years’ service.

$8 DECORATIONS 

For Capt. Busk-Wood the com- 
mendation for bravery in this ac- 
tion followed the O.B.E, he had 
won for the “Bedford's” sinking of 
a German U-boat thereby marking 
the second time his name had been 
inscribed on the Canadian Pacific's 
honor roll of the sea for World War 
II. There now are 58 decorations 
and mentions in despatches on this 
list which includes six others who 
have earned double distinction like 
Capt. Busk-Wood, with two of them 
having won their second honors at 
the same as he did. 

The stalwart ship’s master who 
has now entered retirement he so 
richly deserves was one of the best 
known of peacetime skippers in the 
world of ocean travel with his 
commands before the war including 
the Empress of Britain, which he 
took around the world in 1938, the 
Epress of Australia, two Duchesses 
—the Atholl and the Bedford— the 
Montcalm and the Beaverhill, his 
first command in 1934, 

All of these ships and 14 others 
were included in the total of 20 
Canadian Pacific ocean liners 
and British Columbia Coast Ser- 
vice vessels taken over by the 
Admiralty since the outbreak of 
war and of which nine have been 
announced as lost. 

The 12-man entry from the ship 
sunk by the deadly FW’s is not the 
only one given out for the first time 
in the newest list of honors for 
there are five others never an- 
nounced before. These include one 
from an action which saved the 
Duchess of York when volunteers 
removed a 500-pound bomb which 
had pierced deep in the heart of 
the ship and four from the sinking 
of the Empress of Canada by an 
Italian sub, 

Leading all the releases on late 
awards for its shining record of 
rare courage, however, is the story 
of Capt. Busk-Wood's second ship 
which went down as a fighting lady 
should, still striking back at the 
enemy long after she was struck 
amidships by a bomb which “shook 
her as though she were a rat in a 
terrier’s teeth.” 


THOSE DECORATED 

In that action the O.B.E,’s went 
to Chief Officer Stanley Walter 
Keay and Chief Engineer Officer 


Troop Deck Officer Dennis was 
the one whose commendation was 
posthumously awarded, the Lon- 
don Gazette reports, adding “he 
died after heroically performing his 
duty to the last.” 

Purser Crawford was com- 
mended in the official citation 
for “saving el sete papers 
though his office had been wreck- 
ed and he himself badly injured” 
and Capt. Busk-Wood’s report 
-paid tribute to “the purser’s 
forethought., which with able co- 
operation between him and his 
staff resulted in the saving of 
some vital and useful documents, 
though his offices and places 
were in a shambles and he him- 
self was badly knocked about.” 

First Officer McKillop was one 
of the two others who earned offi- 
cial recognition fpr the second time 
in this action, The M.B.E, he had 
won earlier was “for courage of the 
coolest and most self-forgetting 
kinw when he was one of the Can- 
adian Pacific crew who removed 
and flung overboard an unexploded 
bomb which had lodged deep in 
the vessel (Duchess of York).” In 
the sinking by the Focke-Wolfs 
First Officer McKillop was special- 
ly mentioned in Capt. Busk-Wood's 
report which stated “the first offi- 
cer with a volunteer naval boat's 
crew (from an escort frigate) 
searched the waters adjacent to the 
ship long after darkness had set in 
for any likely survivors.” 


EFFICIENT IN RESCUE 

Able Seaman Richardson was the 
other man whose honors in this 
action were his second for he had 
helped on the “York” earlier with 
First Officer McKillop, to remove 
the bomb which pierced the decks. 
In winning his second award, the 
B.E.M., this seaman was “outstand- 
ingly efficient in rescue operations 
and his exemplary conduct proved 
a splendid example to all.” 

Capt. Busk-Wood's own report to 
the owners on the sinking of the 
ship says that when the first Focke- 
Wolf was sighted “fire was immedi- 
ately opened but even then the 12- 
pounder and three-inch ammuni- 
tion was bearing very short of the 
target which I would conservative- 
ly place at a height of some 15,000 
feet.” 

When the stick of bombs hit the 
ship admidships it cut all communi- 
cations between the bridge and 
other parts of the ship. “The water 
system was definitely wrecked,” the 
captain writes, “and although every 
effort was made to control the fire 


Atholl at Diego Suarez, Madagas- 
car, in September, 1942.” 

The other three “Canada” men 
honored, all of them with mention 
in despatches, were Fifth Officer 
F. J. Bullock, Surgeon Dr. C. P, 
Millar, and Purser J. M. Jones. 


When Boatswain Watson was 
honored in the “Canada’s” sinking 
it made him the second man who 
had sailed on the “Atholl” in war- 
time to be honored twice, for the 
master, Capt. H. A. Moore, O.B.E., 
R.D., R.N.R., had won mention in 
despatches for the Diega Suarez 
affair and later was made an O.B.E. 
in another action. 


TWICE HONORED 

The seventh man to be twice hon- 
ored in this war for sea service won 
his decorations in the fighting ser- 
vice of the Royal Navy. He was the 
late Lt, Cmdr. H. M. C. Sanders, 
R.N.R., who had both the Distin- 
guished Service Cross and the Dis- 
tinguished Service Order and who 
was killed in action on the corvette 
H.M.S. Gladiolus. 

Lt. Cmdr’ Sanders’ decoration 
was one of six service decorations 
won by former Canadian Pacific 
sailors from among the many who 
went direct to the navy at the out- 
break of war. The remainder of 
the compMy's seagoing personnel 
gave their services for the desper- 
ately dangerous job of convoy and 
trooping work, with the last count 
showing 4,488 of them on Admiralty 
service, 1,010 serving on “Mont” 
ships converted to armed cruisers 
and 103 in shore staff posts. 


OUTSTANDING EXAMPLE 

Capt Busk-Wood with his four 
years put in at a time when he was 
approaching the retirement age is 
an outstanding example of the type 
of men who have shouldered the 
heavy and vital burden of supply- 
ing the fighting fronts. He did not 
leave without a farewell word for 
all those who shared the common 
peril of the sea in wartime. 

In closing his report on his last 
command Capt, Busk-Wood said he 
could go on naming many for 
heroic action but “I will have to be 
content with stating that I feel 
justly proud of the service which 
was given me by the men not only 
in my last command but those 
others with whom it has been my 
pleasure to operate.”

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Mischievous Demagogues 


Henri Bourassa, 77-year old French- 
Canadian nationalist leader, tells a rally 
of the Bloc Populaire that in the next gen- 
eral election French-Canadians who can- 
not vote for a Bloc candidate should vote 
for the C.C.F. 

Mr. Bourassa’s capacity for political 
mischief does not seem to have declined 
with the years. And in this advice he num- 
bers himself, along with Duplessis and 
Chaloult, among the many obstacles Pre- 
mier Godbout must face in his heroic 
efforts to raise the social and economic 
standards of Quebec. 

Bourassa was the man who led the 
movement in 1911 that defeated Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier by weakening Sir Wilfrid’s repre- 
sentation from that province. Although 
reciprocity was the issue in the eight Eng- 
lish-speaking provinces, Bourassa cam- 
paigned to blacken Laurier and the Liberals 
as pro-British agents who would thrust 
Canada into war to preserve the British 
Empire and its free institutions, 

As a rabid isolationist, appealing to the 
racial and religious prejudices of French- 
Canadians, his campaign of violent abuse 
had some success. The practical result, 
from his standpoint, was seen in his later 
shameless confession that he had received 
$250,000 from the Tory Party in that cam- 
paign to defeat Sir Wilfrid Laurier. 

Duplessis and Chaloult and the Bloc 
Populaire are the political descendants of 
Henri Bourassa, all mischievous dema- 
gogues willing to go to any extreme to pur- 
sue their violently isolationist and anti- 
British policy. 

It is unfortunate that Premier Godbout 
has such unscrupulous and retrogressive 
opponents, For Godbout, who heads the 
Liberal Government of Quebec, is the most 
progressive and enlightened premier that 
province ever had. His enterprising stand 
has resulted in the enactment of legislation 
providing for compulsory education, for 
social reforms and for the enfranchisement 
of Quebec women. 

Education, of course, is the crying need 
of Quebec, whose living standards are the 
lowest in Canada. And Premier Godbout 
is endeavoring to supply that lack and to 
fit French-Canadians to take a worthy part 
in Canadian development and in modern 
scientific industry. 

He has a terrific fight against centuries 
of miseducation. Bourassa, Duplessis and 
Chaloult are the champions of that type of 
miseducation which is the only reason why 
French-Canadians, as they so frequently 
complain, are Canada's “hewers of wood 
and drawers of water.”

And if, as we hope, the sentiments of 
friendship he has inspired in Edmonton 
people are reciprocated by himself, the 
valuable tie between Canadians and Ameri- 
cang will have been enhanced by his all too 
brief stay in this city. 


Alberta is Also Involved 


Toward the end of the week 30 major 
fires were reported running through 
timber areas in north-eastern British 
Columbia, and “hundreds” of small blazes 
had been started by sparks from these. 
Fourteen of the largest fires were along the 
Alaska Highway. Some of them had cov- 
ered areas of 10,000 acres or more each, 
One report said that the timber burned in 
less than a week would have kept more 
than 100 mills sawing for three months. 

Granted, this devastation was occur- 
ring in a region far from the larger mar- 
kets. But the fact that a great number of 
saw-mills are in the area shows that the 
timber has a present cash value — not 
merely a possible future value. The only 
hope that the destruction would be stop- 
ped was based on the chance that heavy 
and prolonged rains might come. It was

Making Career of Hating Mr. King 


By BRUCE HUTCHISON 
The most pitiful person in the 
world is the man who destroys him- 


self by mere hatred. The voluntary 
destruction of men in noble causes 
is the highest achievement of hu- 
man personality and the sure proof 
of its divinity. The destruction of 
men in inward bitterness, which 
burns and corrupts with secret 
fires, is only pathetic. 

It is a disease not widely known 
in Canada, but where it exists, it 
has adopted a most virulent form. 
I mean among the little group of 
Canadians who have made a life- 
long career of hating Mr. King and 
have found little energy left for 
anything else. 

Now, Mr. King is not a lovable 
sort of man, not the earthy, bois- 
terous person who instantly makes 
friends and influences people, and 
he has never read any books to ac- 
quire such habits. He has many 
characteristics of coldness and oc- 
casional ruthlessness which do not 
endear him to the public and he is 
by nature a very lonely man, who, 
through some accident,, stumbled 
into the middle of the arena and 
proceeded to master it. But these 
are hardly reasons for burning up 
your precious adrenaline in hating 
him. 

Nevertheless, there exists focal 
points of infection, chiefly in To- 
ronto and Vancouver, where the 
disease of hatred has already de- 
stroyed the happiness and undoubt- 
edly undermined the health of many 
Canadians. Their whole lives have 
been ruined in the process of hat- 
ing Mr. King. I could name these 
gentlemen, but it is not kind to 
point out their affliction. Sufficient 
to say that the tissue of their being 
has been warped and their personal 
comfort destroyed not by the fail- 
ure of their own fortunes, not by 
poverty, not by bereavemert or 
domestic woe, but simply by the 
fact that Mr. King is prime minis- 
ter of Canada and they hate him. 

* * * 


The more Mr, King succeeds, of 
course, the more they hate, and 
they hate everyone who doesn't 
also hate him. Whenever Mr. King 
wins an election these King haters 
reach a state requiring the services 
of a psychiatrist, and if he wins an- 
other, the services of an undertaker 
may be needed to attend to the vic- 
tims of shock. Meanwhile, when 
Mr. King made his great speech in 
London the other day, one of the 
most historic ever made by a Can- 
adian statesman, the King haters 
were fit to be tied, especially in 
Vancouver, in the office of the 
Daily Province. 

It required a genius of misrep- 
resentation to excel the distortion 
of Mr. King’s policies in the Tory 
press of eastern Canada, and this 
genius has now been supplied on 
the Pacific coast. The Province, 
which began its argument in favor 
of the Halifax “Titan” theory by 
the patriotic statement that Can- 
ada had acted like a spoiled child 
all its life and must get into the 
British Empire or out of it, turned 
its attention to Mr. King’s speech 
and put this headline over it: “King 
Voices Opposition to Closer Empire 
Collaboration in Speech Before 
British House.” 

* * * 


A lie, of course, can go no further 
than this when the prime minister's 
statement is absolutely reversed. 
But who suffers from this malfeas- 
ance, this high jounrnalistic crime 
of distoring a simple fact? 

Not Mr. King. He has survived a 


thousand such distortions and what 
he said in London cannot be hid-- 
den under a Province headline. 
The only sufferers are the King 
haters and their present agony in- 
dicates clearly their frustration 
and defeat. They know that the 
Canadian people are behind Mr. 
King’s foreign policy, that it is 
supported by the C.C,F. and—which 
is hardest to bear—by Mr. Bracken. 
Their shrieks of anguish therefore 
split the very heavens, Not that 
they love Canada less but hate Mr. 
King more; and in the consum- 
ing flames of that hatred their last 
remnants of judgment are being 
rapidly burned up.

Mr. Churchill, whom all these 
King haters rightly admire as one 
of the greatest figures in the his- 
tory of our race, spoke of his old 
friend, Mr. King, in London the 
other day and said of him: “I say 
without hesitation that there was 
no other man, and perhaps there 
was no other career to which a 
man might look forward, which 
would enable our honored guest 
this afternoon to lead Canada 
united into the heart of this world- 
shaking struggle.” No other man, 
says Mr. Churchill, and the ordin- 
ary Canadian, what ever his per- 
sonal opinion of Mr. King, knows 
that Mr. Churchill is right. If not 
Mr. King today, who? That is the 
question for Canadians to settle, 
not whether they love Mr. King as 
a brother, 

In the visible future Canadians 
will be urged by some to throw 
aside, at the moment, of our great- 
est crisis in the making of the 
peace, the man who, as Mr. Chur- 
chill said, was the only man who 
could have brought this country 
through the war in its present con- 
dition. We shall be asked to put 
in his place Mr. Coldwell, who has 
never been in a cabinet and whose 
theory of socializing our economy 
is rejected by the people's will. We 
shall be asked to put in Mr. King’s 


'place Mr. Bracken, who has been 


afraid even to enter the House of 
Common and yet has the incredible 
effrontery to ask for a mandate to 
go immediately, without experience 
or training and without any clear 
policy, to settle our future as a 
nation at a world peace conference. 
It is really amusing. 

But the King haters are not 
amused, They are brooding, they 
are sitting about in dank basements 
and cold: garrets warming them- 
selves with hatred, hugging hatred 
like a misshapen child to their bos-

LONDON.—Judged WY the fact 
that he proposed a Commonwealth 
secretariat, Mr. Curtin of Australia 
might be regarded as the leader at 


the recent Prime Ministers’ confer- 
ence of the empire consolidation or 
centralization school of thought. 
Such a view, however, would be 
superficial. 

Contacts with the Australian 
delegation and, indeed, the inner 
sense of official statements issued 
by the Curtin party, place a differ- 
ent interpretation on the viewpoint 
of Australia, The Curtin proposal 
for a secretariat, in fact, is a new 
form of nationalism and is directed 
towards obtaining a greater influ- 
ence in the policy of the United 
Kingdom—not for Commonwealth 
purposes so much as for the safe- 
guarding of Australia’s vital in- 
terests, 

The reason for this is to be found 
in Australia’s war record, in sharp 
disagreements which have occurred 
between the governments of Aus- 
tralia and the United Kingdom on 
war strategy and In the apparently 
serious loss of confidence by Aus- 
trlia in the power of the United 
Kingdom to protect Austrlia from 
invasion, 

Australia, having come within an 
ace of conquest and occupation by 
Japan, has reconsidered her posi- 
tion in relation to the Common- 
wealth in general and the United 
Kingdom in particular and the re- 
sult of this reconsideration is ap- 
parent in Mr, Curtin’s advocacy of 
a secretariat. That there may be 
other and important consequences 
is regarded as certain. 

* * * 


Australia is no longer prepared 
to rely for defence on the United 
Kingdom and it follows that Aus- 
tralia will be much more cavtious 
in future cbout sending her armed 
forces to the ends of the earth in 
compliance with decisions of high- 
er strategy arrived at by the United 
Kingdom government—whether or 
no in consultation with the United 
States government. The secretarial, 
in reality, seems chiefly to be a 
device whereby Australia would 
hope to increase her influence at 
London in order that her point of 
view be more insistently expressed. 

The reasons for such an attitude 
are clear in Australia’s war record, 
With her own forces far distant, 
she lay almost defenceless before 
the enemy. Australia, it seems, 
will never agree that she had a fair 
deal or that her vital interests were 
truly considered in framing the 
master plan at London and Wash- 
ington. 

It is hard for Canadians to appre- 
ciate the Australian viewpoint be- 
cause Canada has neved een in 
such peril as Australia, But if Can- 
ada’s armed forces had been sent 
to war theatres thousands of miles 
away, if there had been no United 
States at hand, and if the chances 
of repeiling the Japs had seemed 
all but hopeless, while the supreme 
war council had insisted on holding 
Canadian troops abroad—if all this 
had happened, Canadians would 
understand how Australia feels to- 
day, 

On May 4, Mr. Curtin issued a 
statement on Australia’s war rec- 
ord, It is not a controversial docu- 


ment but it states: the Australian 
}ease bluntly, As this statement 
points out, Ausivalia argued that 


have been conquered, disarmed and 
put under military occupation by 
Hitler, But all his horses and his 
men have been unable to admin- 
ister them in peace because Hitler's 
rule was a death sentence. Some of 
these countries are nations revived 
for only a quarter of a century. But 
with their armies defeated and dis-

Since everyone agrees that Ger- 
mans are as obstinate as Yugo- 
slavs and Poles, one must expect 
that given similar circumstances 
the Germans would behave the 
same way. 

Mr, Rex Stout's organization— 
advised, incidentally by a number 
of Germans—takes the line that 
Germans are an incorrigible people. 
Yet this organization asserts that 
it does not want their extermina- 
tion, If they be right, the only con- 
clusion is: Make Germany a per- 
manent colony—over which there 
will certainly be a struggle be- 
tween the victors—and it will be a 
colony that will make more trouble 
than India, and all previous col- 
onies rolled into one. What Hitler 
could not do to his fellow- 
Europeans, with the philosophy, 
temperament, and plan to do it, 
Britain and America certainly can- 
not do.

The Austra- 
lian government also desired the 
immediate return of the third div- 
ision from Libya but this was de- 
layed for nearly a year—a delay in 
which Australia consented but, 
evidently, not without the gravest 
misgivings, 

It was impossible to deploy the 
first two divisions against the en- 
emy until the fall of 1942 and mean- 
time Australia faced invasion with- 
out any trained troops.

As far as my ob- 
servation has extended, this has.not 
been the case. Clubs encountered 
by the Pirates have played well.

True, there are three or four that 
appear more formidable than the 
others. The best we have seen are 
St. Louis and Cincinnati, Both are 
strong all around and look like the 
arrays that must be beaten.

Traces History 
Of Production 


The present strength of 
Canadian bomb industry has sae 
principally due to “The complete 
devotion to the job that the av- 
erage Canadian staff will give in 
war time, and the fact that a fine 
sense of team play has been de- 
veloped in an important group of 
people who have had a good deal 
of satisfaction in doing this job,” 
E. Holt Gurney, Toronto, presi- 
dent of the Gurney Foundry Co., 
said Monday. 

In addition, Mr. Gurney empha- 
sized in his address before the 
regular Kiwanis club Monday 
luncheon meeting at the Macdonald, 
“There has been another very im- 
portant factor, namely, the entire 
co-operation and support of the De- 
partment of Munitions and Supply 
in Ottawa.” 


REVIEWS INDUSTRY 
Mr. Gurney traced the birth and 
growth of the bomb industry in 


Canada, from the very beginning in 


June, 1939 

The problem of possible war pro- 
duction was the main subject for 
discussion at the meeting of the 
C.M.A, held at Bigwin Inn on Lake 
of Bays in June of 1939. It was 
decided at this meeting to send a 
group of manufacturers, each select- 
ed for his particular background in; 
some subject, to England, and a 
committee was appointed to confer 
with the prime minister of Canada | 
immediately after this meeting, in 
order to make the necessary ar- 
tangements 

About twenty manufacturers 
agreed te go to represent the as- 


sociation, to be joined in Eng- 
land by several more who were 
already over there. The govern- 
ment was represented by General 

McNaughton, Colonel Noel Carr 

(now Brigadier Carr, who is act- 

ing as assistant director-general 

of automotive and tank produc- 
tion branch) and Allen Gill, also 
of the National Research council, 

The Ontario Research Foundation 
aent O, W. Ellis, their chief metal- 
lurgist. At the last minute, W. A, 
Black, of the Otis-Fensom company, 
the immediate past-president of the 
association, who was to have been 
the chairman of the group, became 
scriously ill, and I took his place 
after we had actually sailed, said 
Mr. Gurney. 

“We left Qucbee on the Empress 
of Britain on the 24th of July 1939. 
General McNaughton at once made 
one of his many very useful contri- 


hutions to the success of the trip, 
pointing out to us that almost cer- 
tainly we would be met in the be- 
ginning by senior officers of the 
war office, the admiralty and the 
air ministry, and that it would be 
necessary to have ready statements 
as to what Canada might do in each 
of the numerous departments of 
manufacturing represented by that 
mission. 
MEET VINCENT MASSEY 

“We arrived in England at the 
beginning of August and met Vin- 
cent Massey, our high commissioner 
in England, on the first morning. 
The second morning we met a very 
representative group of the three 
fighting forces and at the end of 
the meeting it was at once stated 
to us that tours would be arranged 
to all the strategic centers for the 
appropriate people in our group. 


Committee appointed embraced 
such subjects as guns, ammunition, 
bombs, chemicals, and motor trans- 
ports. 

“From that point on, all those 
who were in London met each 
morning. Mr. Ward, secretary of 
the Canadian Board of Trade in 
England, contributed invaluable 
secretarial help as the arrange- 
ments and routes, particularly 
with varying schedules, became 
very onerous, 

“I probably saw less of the British 
plants than any other member in 
the group, for the reason that I had

to spend much of my time in Lon- 
don; but it was while in London, 
with everybody else out of the city 
except Brigadier Carr, that an in- 
cident occurred which has had a 
pretty profound effect on my own 
plans ever since,” the speaker said.

REPORTS COMPLETED 


“Our reports were completed and 
typed about the 25th of August, and 
by that time it had been decided to 
send an English Mission to Canada 
to further the investigation. 

The majority of our people left 
for home the last week of August. | 
Brigadier Carr, Mr. Ellis and myself 
stayed over to accompany back the 
English group who came out. 

This group consisted of Admiral 
Addison as chairman; General 
Lock as vice-chairman (who sub- 
sequently acted as inspector gen- 
eral for the United Kingdom and 
Canada and the United States); 
Mr. Boddis as contracting officer 
(now with the British air com- 
mission in Washington); Mr. 
James Crone (now advisor to the 
production heads in Ottawa on 
certain technical matters); and 
Mr. Gordon, who has acted 
throughout in Canada as assistant 
to the inspector general and their 
secretarial staff, 


“We heard the declaration of war 
thirteen hours after leaving Cher- 
bourg, and we had a cold and some- 
what anxious trip home through 
very northerly latitudes and on 
what was the last passenger trip of 
the Empress of Britain,” said Mr. 
Gurney. 

“My own experience since has not 
been unlike that of many another 
Canadian manufacturer, particular- 
ly those who were charged with the 
development of one of the govern- 
ment properties, and for that reason 
may be interesting to you.

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Prostatic disorders are common 
in men past forty and should re- 
ceive attention earlier than it is us- 
ually given them. As a general rule, 
the patient delays treatment until 
the symptoms cause considerable 
discomfort. The prostate gland in 
men surrounds the neck of the 
bladder and the urethra and is| 
made up of three lobes, being com- | 
posed of both muscular and glandu- 
lar tissue. An enlargement of the 
prostate may cause an obstruction 
at the neck of the bladder which 
interferes with the emptying of the 
liquid waste from this storage sac. 


The symptoms are chiefly those re- 
lated to such interference and vary 
in different cases, a great deal de- 
pending upon what portion of the 
prostate is enlarged and swollen. A 
comparatively slight enlargement 
may serve to cause considerable ob- 
struction when the enlargement oc- 
curs in certain locations, or in cer- 
tain directions, while a very large 
prostate may, on the other hand, 
cause no symptoms whatever. 

The chief symptoms of enlarge- 
ment of the prostate are those re- 
lating to the elimination of the 
fluid from the kidneys which has 
been stored frequently several 
times during the night to empty the 
bladder, burning sensation in the 
bladder, or difficulty in complete- 
ly emptying the organ, are common 
symptoms. The patient usually de- 
velops bladder irritation, or cystitis, 
due to the decomposition of the 
fruid which is retained because of 
incomplete emptying. The urethra} 
orifice may be closed, requiring 
catheterization, The resulting cyst- 
itis may extend upward until it 
reaches the kidney. 

A differentiation should be made 
between the prostate which is con- 
gested and that which is inflamed; 
in the latter case, prostatitis or in- 
flammation of the prostate, may be 
said to be present. 

The treatment to be use must 
necessarily depend upon the indi- 
vidual case. When the obstruction 
at the neck of the bladder is not 


pronounced, such measures as the 


}application of heat, massage, and 


the adoption of a better diet, fol- 
lowing a short fast, may produce 
satisfactory relief. Heat may be ap- 
plied at home through the use of 


| the hot Sitz bath, or through using 


rectal irrigation, allowing the warm 
water to run in and out. Electrical 
heat as secured by the use of the 
diathermy is an effective treatment 
in many cases; however, this treat: 
ment {s to be obtained in a doctor's 
office, as also is massage of the 
gland, The bladder irritation will 
often yield to copious water drink- 
ing, early in the day, which dilutes 
the fluid contained in the bladder. 

Severe cases are best handled 
through surgery, whereby a portion 
of the prostate gland is removed; 
or, if an operation is contraindicat- 
ed, by catheterization,

4-Year Bacon 
Deal Arranged 
With Britain 


Continued fram Page One 
Kingdom in 1943 were borne by 
Canada under mutual aid arrange- 
ments.) 


ALSO OTHER CONTRACTS 

Tn addition to the proposed four- 
year bacon contract, Canada had a 
two-year contract for the sale of 
¢ggs and a two-year contract for 
cheese. Both contracts were for 


prices higher than previous con- 
tracts, he said 

Mr. Gardiner said he had ex- 

pected to be able to announce 

terms of the agreement to the 
house previously but it was not 
signed although negotiated. It 
might be changed in some details. 

Shipments of bacon to the United 
Kingdom in the last four years 
have been: 1940 contract, 330,000,000 
pounds; ‘1941 contract, 440,000,000 
pounds; 1942 contract, 600,000,000 
pounds; 1943 contract, 675,000,000 
pounds. 

Last fall, Mr. Gardiner announced 
that a contract had been made for 
the shipment of not less than 900,- 
000,000 pounds of bacon to the 
United Kingdom in 1944 and 1945. 


RESTRICTION CLAIMED 

Last night he said there had been 
an “agitation” saying that Canada 
was restricting the supply of bacon 
to the United Kingdom. 

But the experience had been that 
77 per cent of the 500,000,000 pounds 
required as a minimum for the 
United Kingdom this year already 
had been purchased by the meat 
board, althgugh the fifth month of 
the year was not finished. 

“We are well on the way to sup- 
plying Britain this year with the 
whole quantity of 900,000,000 

pounds which we agreed to sup- 
ply her in two years,” said Mr. 
Gardiner. 

“If we get our later increase in 
hog marketinks in proportion to in- 
creases in marketing in past years, 
we will find it necessary to market 
nearly the full quantity in the first 
year rather than wait for the sec- 
ond year.” 

AMOUNT SUPPLIED 

(On the basis of figures given the 
House by Mr. Gardiner, Canada has 
supplied the United Kingdom with 
2,045,000,000 pounds of bacon in the 
last four years. If, as the minister 
said was possible, 900,000,000 
pounds of bacon are shipped in 
1944, almost half the four-year con- 
tract would be met in the first 

year.) 

Mr. Gardiner said that because 
of the four-year bacon contract in 
prospect there was no reason for 
farmers worrying about not hav- 
ing markets for a considerable 

| Part of hog production for years. 

But in any agreement entered 
into with the United Kingdom or 
anyone else it had to be remem- 

bered that world associations had 
to be considered. In the post-war 
period there must be consideration 
of people elsewhere in the world 
producing products similar to those 
of Canada. 

“We have parity prices on all 
farm products and better than 
parity prices on most products,” 
said Mr. Gardiner. Those who 
were urging the government to 
establish parity prices were sug- 
gesting that the government go 
backward. 

Farm income in 1932 was $383,- 
000,000 and in 1943 it was $1,396,- 
000,000. And in 1943 Ontario had 
the poorest crop in history. The 
farmers’ income in 1944 would prob- 
ably be “Hundreds of millions of 
dollars” higher than in 1943. 


BASED ON 1915-1919 

Robert Fair (S.C., Battle River) 
said parity prices should be based 
on the period of 1915-1919 when the 
farmers received one-third of the 
national income, At present the 
parity prices were based on the 
period of 1926-1929 when the farm- 
ers received only one-sixth of the 
income. 

P. E. Wright (C.C.F,, 
said farmers had to fight 
their present-day prices. 

Earlier, Mr. Gardiner said that 
the export of Canadian livestock to 
‘the United States simply would 
complicate a handling probiem al- 
ready severe in that country. 
Answering questions by opposi- 
tion members during discussion of 
his department's war appropriation 
estimates, the minister said: 

1, He was glad to hear mem- 
bers state the real difficulty was 
in handling the food produced by 
Canada, Earlier in the war they 
had expressed doubt that food 
could be produced in the 
amounts required. 

2, Marketing records indicated 
that farmers had not slaughtered 
their brood sows as some opposi- 
tion members had suggested. The 
percentage of high quality hogs 
marketed compared favorably with 
other years. 


KEEP BREEDING STOCK 

3. Farmers had not killed off 
their breeding stock in the fall of 
1943, because today there were so 
many hogs that the problem was 
in slaughtering and _ processing 
them. 

4. Farmers’ representatives had 
been placed on government boards 
early in the war. They were men 
born and raised on farms who had 
been trained for administrative 
work. The opposition seemed to 
think that when a man was em- 
ployed by the government he 
ceased to be a farmer, 

“Just the same, the agriculture 
department has bungled the beef- 
producing job in Alberta and I'll 
have more to say later about 
that,” said J. H.

crease production but results of 
any increase were not yet apparent 
in Western Canada, at least. 

He suggested that sale of coarse 
grain should be 
hands of the Canadian Wheat 
Board. The board now was hand- 
ling wheat and flax and its juris- 
diction should be extended to 
cover other grains which were 
being sold by speculators. 

The premium paid to producers 
of malted parley should be increas- 
ed from five cents a bushel to at 
least 15 cents a bushel, said Mr. 
Wright. The premium in the United 
States was from 20 to 30 cents a 
bushel. 


NOT PAID IN U.S. 

Howard Winkler (L., Lisgar) said 
he found that a premium on malt- 
ing barley was not being paid in 
the United States. 

Mrs. D. W. Nielsen (Unity-North 
Battleford) said Canada’s food 
quotas should not be judged on 
ability of the people to buy the 
products, but on the amount of 
food needed to provide good health 
for all. 

Canada should take “a very 
strong position” on all the boards 
of the United Nations Relief and 
Rehabilitation Administration and 
in all matters pertaining te the 
setting up of trade relations with 
food producing countries. 

G. H. Castleden (C.C.F., Yorkton) 
said that western farmers who had 
fed their cattle until their feed was 
finished had been told that the 
cattle could not be handled by 
packing plants, due to congestion. 


LOWER PRICES OFFERED 


But lower prices for these cattle 
had been offered by agents visiting 
farms. 

“So long as the packing industry 
continues to control the purchase 
of livestock the farmer cannot hope 
for redress or a proper return for 
his labor,” said Mr. Castleden. 

About 148,000 hogs had gone to 
the Winnipeg market which could 
not be handled there, he said. 
They had to be shipped to eastern 
plants with consequent loss to 
the producer. 

“What is needed is orderly mar- 
keting, with information going out 
to the producers about the capacity 
of packing plants and the number 
of animals which can be handled,” 
said Mr. Castleden. 


FARMERS TAKE LOSS 

Hogs lost grade when they had 
to be held over for marketing facil- 
ities and Mr. Castleden said he 
wondered why the farmers had to 
take the loss because there were 
insufficient facilities to handle their 
production. 

The producer would be assisted 
in setting up his own livestock 
shipping and processing organiza- 
tion, The farmers would have to 
build their own packing plants— 
“It's the only thing left for them to 
do.”

The French now are assault- 
ing German positions in the area of 
Pontecorvo, one of the strong 
points of the Hitler line where it 
crosses the Liri valley.

The strange thing is that par- 
ents do expect just that. They do 
not want to take the time to 
“sell” the child on the desir- 
ability of good behavior; they 
want only to speak and to be 
okeyed. 

“We have a 3-year-old daughter.” 
writes Mrs. R. E., “and she is very 
hard to make mind, I have to tell 
her two or three times to do a 
thing and then it always ends up 
in a slap. 

“Then she flies into a rage and 
sasses me and stamps her feet. | 
have whipped her but it only makes 
her worse, She has my nerves in 
such a state that I don't know what 
to do. I feel just like walking away 
from everything or IT will have a 
breakdown. I could just sit-and cry, 
She has an idea she is boss. It is 
too bad when a child of that age 
tries to run her parents. Please 
help me.” 

I'd like to. But I can do little 
until you rid your mind of such 
inflexible ideas as, “I am_ boss.” 
When it makes you nervous and 
near a breakdown because speaking 
to a child won't get obedience, it 
is you who need to change. 

Keep in mind that the child has 
rights, too. There are things she 
wants to do her way. If you are 
flexible and reasonable she will 
be too. If you insist that every 
time you voice a suggestion she 
has to fly to obey it, you will 
tug and pull against each other 
with the results you now suffer, 

If a suggestion is important— 
and many are—then carry it 
through. You can bring her 
| physically to wherever it is you 
want her, You can take away the 
| objects she is mistreating. You can 
remove her from any situation in 
which she is misbehaving. 

But to speak, expect her to come 
to heel like a puppy and slap and 
whip her if she doesn't, is to ignore 
the fact that you are dealing with 
a thinking, reasoning human being, 

It is when you say and think, 
“i'm boss and she ought to know 
it,” that you feel it necessary to 
enforce your bossiness a hundred 
times a day. And what you get is 
a natural rebellion against such 
an atitude. 

It is give and take, even with 
children. Give them some liberty 
and some control. Then they will 
@njoy the one and not rebel 
against the other.

“CARRYCOTS” POPULAR 


Babies don’t disturb the activities 
of British women, she says. They 
whip up formulas in buses, waiting | 
rooms, trains, almost anywhere. | 
Mothers take their babies about in 
a “carrycot’—a foldable linoleum 
bassinette, with handles, easy to 
pack, keep clean and carry. Most 
difficult items to find in baby 
equipment are nipples. 

“And of course there is no sweet- 
smelling baby powder and oi}. But! 
with all the lacks you see the most} 
beautiful babies everywhere, and 
healthy, too,” the war bride said. 

Well-run baby clinics provide ex- 
pert medical advice for everyone 
and baby foods are supplied at a} 
minimum charge.

CHICAGO, May 23-—(AP)—Wheat re- 
asserted its dominance as the market 
| leader today, uncovering a bearish 
sentiment that eased prices rapidly into 
seasonal lows for the bread cereal 
The downward movement spread to all 
Rrains with the greatest sympathy 
shown by rye 

Liquidation at one time sent July 
Wheat contracts down more than three 
cents, the lowest since December. The 
approach of harvest in the southwest 
and some evidence that farmers may 
sell surplus grain added to the move- 
ment. Favorable crop conditions con- 


tinued and some new wheat was said 


to have been offered below the ceil- 
ings 

At the close, wheat was 2-3 cents 
lower. Oats were 'y-%* lower. Rye was 
2'y-3's lower.

About 100 German planes took 
part in attacks on south coast dis- 
tricts and parts of East Anglia.

Altogether six 
raiders were shot down during the 
night. 

TRANSPORT CUT 

British travellers, meantime, were 
discovering that the transport min- 
istry meant just what it said when 
it announced that trains henceforth 
were liable to be cancelled without 
notice because of “military needs.” 
Five long-distance trains from Pad- 
dington station in London were 
cancelled in two hours yesterday. 

The Germans also were report- 
ed rushing their own preparations 
to meet the invasion. A neutral 
diplomat who has just arrived 
in Portugal told newsmen at Lis- 
bon that the Germans were in the 
midst of large-scale troop move- 
ments in France. 

Throughout France, the diplomat 
said, he saw trains full of troops 
“moving in all directions.”

Construction work is now under 
way at three institutions operated 
by the provincial department of 
health, it was learned Tuesday 
from Hon, Or.

Ceiling Prices 
On Berries Cut 


For This Year 


OTTAWA, May 23—(CP)—The 
Prices Board announced today 
that price ceilings have been 
established for Canadian-grown 
Strawberries and raspberries at 
a level which is below maximum 
prices paid by consumers last 
year but higher than 1942 prices. 
It will be the first time these 
berries have been placed under a 

ceiling. Price schedules were not 
given. 

The ceiling prices will apply 
from May 29 to Sept. 30, with 
seasonal reductions in strawberry 
prices to conform with the usual 
market drop when picking is at the 
peak, The order also applies to 
strawberries and raspberries from 
June 5 to Sept. 30, and puts them 
under the same ceiling as Cana- 
dian-grown berries in that period. 

In the price schedules, Western 
Canada is in Zone 3. 


HIGHEST IN ZONE 3 

Highest prices for strawberries 
prevail in Zone 3 up to June 17. 
After this date the price to the con- 
sumer is considerably reduced. 
Ceiling prices for raspberries re- 
main the same for the whole 
season, 

Berry-growers may sell direct 
to consumers or to retailers at 
prices set out for each class of 
buyer. 

Growers’ and shippers’ maximum 
prices are f.o.b. shipping point, 
with free delivery within an area 
of 15 miles from the shipping point. 
Where a seller transports the 
berries to a buyer in a centre more 
than 
shipping point, the seller can 
charge the cost of such transporta- 
tion. But this charge must not ex- 
ceed the less than carload express 
rate. 

Wholesale and retail mark-ups 
are listed in cents per quart or per 
pint. ‘

Social Credit Constituency As- 
sociation, held in the Social Cre- 
dit Hall, 9974 Jasper avenue, Mon- 
day evening. 

Mr. Ansley said preparations are 
being made for the implementation 
of various international controls 
which could be used to keep the 
people in world slavery, despite in- 
ternal financial changes, 
will have to be prevented if we are 
to retain our democratic freedom 
and sovereignty,” he warned, 

Speaking on “The Fundamental 
Problem,” Mr. Ansley declared 
nothing has yet been done to pre- 
vent the worst depression of history 
to follow the close of this war.

economic production, war fac- 
tories and payments to the armed 
services and their dependents. 

This aggregate purchasing power 
is now about sufficient to meet the 
prices of consumable goods appear- 
ing on the consumers’ market, said 
Mr. Ansley.

“At the moment we return to a 


peacetime economy, the purchasing 
power of the community will again

Envoy Visions 
Continuation 
Of Friendship 


The friendship and co-opera- 
tion developed between Canada 
and Russia during tne present 
conflict will be carried into the 
Post-war period, in the opinion 
of George .N. Zarubin, Russian 
ambassador to Canada, who ar- 
rived in Edmonton Monday in 
the course of an airplane flight 
from Moscow to Ottawa. 

He said that the Russian people 
were appreciative of the assistance 
given by Canada to Russia in the 
struggle against the Nazi invader, 
and added that the friendship 
formed and the co-operation that 
existed between the countries now 
will be carried into the post-war 
period to the great benefit of both 
nations, 

Three years in Russia's diplo- 
matic service, and prior fo that en- 

gaged in the industrial develop- 
ment of his country, Mr. Zarubin 
is 44 years old. 

While non-committal on the 
date of the opening of the second 
front Mr. Zarubin said that plans 
for that front have been set by 
the “three great men, Stalin, 
Roosevelt and Churchill, and the 

opening will take place when 
everything is in readiness.” 

He said that the Soviet faces a 
tremendous task of reconstruction 
in the post-war period. Work on 
the reconstruction of the liberated 
areas has commenced, he added 

Accompanied by his wife, and 14- 
year-old son, Victor, Mr. 
left Monday evening for Ottawa by 
airplane. 

Mr. Zarubin said that probably 
Russia and Canada will have dis- 
cussions on post-war air routes. He 
said that Russia, Britain and the 
United States have discussed Post 
war air plans.

Commenting on his trip from 
Moscow he said that over Russian 


territory the weather was fine and! 


flying conditions ideal. After arriv- 
ing over American and Canadian 
areas the weather was not so good 
and the flying was rough.

They 
conferred Tuesday morning with 
Lt.-Cmdr. J. A. Dawson, officer 
commanding H.M.C.S. Nonsuch, 
and later inspected the division 
headquarters and personnel. 

He said that Edmonton along 
with other prairie divisions, has 
an excellent: record, and it would 
be impossible to have a Canadian 
navy without inland support. 

He said that prairie sailors have 
made an excellent showing in this 
war, adding that it is the first time 
the navy has been popularly repre- 
sented from coast to coast.

The nation’s shipbuilding pro- 
gram is going splendidly, he stated, 
and the second aircraft carrier has 
just been completed in a western 
ship building yard. This craft is 
manned by Canadian personnel ex- 
cept the fleet arm which is manned 
by Royal Navy personnel.
